That at a Public Meeting heldfatthe Su- 
preme. Court House, Hongkong, on the 
28th day-of August instant, attended by a 
very large number of the Residents of the 
Colony, certain resolutions were carried, 
Copies of which are attached hereto and to 
which we beg YourzExcellency’s attention. 

That in accordance with the fourth reso- 
lution, Your Memorialists now proceed to 
address Your Exéellency on the subject of 
the proposed: Stamp Ordinance. 

In the first place they beg to refer to the 
items of Expenditure in:the Estimates of 
1867 in respect of which the alleged deficit 
in the Revenue’ is expected ‘to arise, being 
Five in number and aniounting to $114,000 
and, looking at their nature apd character, 
they beg to lay before Your Excellency 
their: opinion, that, in respect of these 
items -— ’ 

Firstly.—There is no necessity for any. 
new method. ‘of taxation of a permanent 
character. 

Secondly.—Eiven if theré is a present ,ne- 

.cessity for more money than the ordinary 
Revenue of the Colony will. supply, the 
best mode of raising the required sum is. by 
direct taxation, in’ the manner always hi- 
therto pursued in the Colony, which can 
be done, without any difficulty, by. an in- 


position of a special-rate of ‘a similar. or 

analogous character, ; : 
Thivdly.—While your Memorialists fully 
agree in the proposition that ‘all, Public 

Works, necéssary for the advancement of 
the Colony, in either a sanitary, or, social, 
point of view, should he proceeded with, they. 
respectfully urge that the three items. of 
proposed expenditure alluded to in, the 
third resolution are not of such. a charac- 
ter as to. necessitate their being carried out, 
until] the future financial position’ of the 
Colony, as depending, ina great measure, 
upon-the maintenance or abandonment of 
=the Mint, is determined, or util the’ Or- 
dinary Revenue of the Colony will admit 
of the expenditure. i 

Fourthly.—If Your Excellency should 
coincide with Your Memorialists. in - their 
lastly expressed opinion, the items of ¢x- 
penditure calling for consideration are two; 
one, the €26,000 towards maintenance of 
therGunboat, the: other $50,000. for 
stcenuction of a reservoir, © With regard 
to the latter’ item, “Your Memorialists, 
representing, as they do, all sections or. in- 
terests of the-Community, beg™' that. Your 
Excellency will provide for this sum by a 
special rate for a fixed period, either added 
to the present Water-Rate, or imposed on 
the assessed Rental of. the. Colony as .a 

‘Reservoir Rate,” ot, what is. perhaps & 
more desirable plan, by borrowing this 
money: on Debentnre, securing the Solder 
by a charge on a Water Rate, to be levied 
for the purpose over a longer.period. 
“With regard to the former item, for: the 
Gunboat, Your Memorialists feel assured 
that the praper way to pay for this is to 
class it.as Police. Expenditure, and levy for 
it an additional Police Rate, which will be 
readily*borne by all classes-of the Commu- 
nity; who all, without exception, will hene- 
fit by its inaintenance. 

_ Having thus respectfully laid before Your 
Exeelleticy ‘the ‘deliberate’ conviction. at 
which they have attived, Firetly, with re- 
gard to the character and necessity of the 
proposed expenditure, and, Secondly, as to

PRESENTATION OF THE MEMO- 
RI\L AGAINSY THE STAMP 
ACT TO THE GOVERNOR, 
At’ 2.45'-this afternoon a deputation 
consisting of Messrs Mactean, Mosman, 


_ Schwartzkopf, Nissen, Parry, Kaye, Ryrie, 


Sassoon, Pallanjee, Lapraik, Walker, 
Crawford, MeDouall and Peard, waited 
on His Excellency the Governor to present 
a memorial against the proposed Stamp 
Act. The spokesman, Mr Maclean, pro- 
eceded to remark that the present depu- 
tation -bad the honor ot waiting upon Lis 
Excellency, in accordance with his per- 
mission, in consequence of a resvlution 
assed ata numerously attended meeting 
of the public of Hongkong, wliich had been 
convened to consider what steps should 
be taken to place before the Governor a 
protest against the imposition of the Stamp 
Act proposed by His Excellency. Before 
proceeding as spokesman of the deputation 
to read the memorial in question, Mr 
Maclean would ‘on behalf of its members, 
beg to offer oné or two retnarks, It had 
-unfortunately happened “that when His 
Excellency. had been requestel by . the 
former Deputation which. waited on him 
to pustpone the meeting of the Legislative 
Council, ‘he had considered that twenty 
four hours .was a sufficiently long time to 
accord. In consequence of this only 43 
hours were at the disposal of the committee 
appointed to draw up the memorial aod 
obtain signatures thereto, It was there~ 
fore felt’ that the’ memorial about to be 
yeud to [is Kxcellency might be in many 
points imperfect, as not having advanced 
some arguments which might have been 
brought forward, aud as- not being as ex- 
plicit as could have been wished on the 
points noticed, He must therefore re- 
quest the indulgence of His Excellency as 
to the wording aud arguments:of the peti- 
tion (if found weak) on this ground, 

Mr Maclean then proceeded to. read the 
memorial, whic!: he did in a elear and em- 
phatie way. At the conclusion. he stated 
that it had been signed by 115 persons re- 
presenting firms of all shades, of impor- 
tance and by 250 private and professtunal 
persons. who formed the most important 
part of tha community, government of- 
ficers excepted, of course, ‘thore were 
only a few other comparatively unimpdrt- 
ant interests. Mr Maclan, added, that 
-with reference to the Schedule published in 
last Saturday’s Gazette the Deputation saw 
nothing cuntained therein which would 
tend to modily the opinions expressed in 
the memorial. They would again. point 
out that their objections to the Stamp Act 
did not arise from # captious aversion to 
spending money, which they offered to 
pay under avother system of taxation, but 
from a conviction that the proposed mea- 
sure was one fraught with danger tu Colony. 

His Excellency in reply observed that he 
was ‘always glad to receive a respectful 
representation on any subject from the 
inhabitants of a colony, be lad the honor 


for the reception he had accorded to them 
but hoped that he would. take their argu- 
ments into serious consideration, “He 
would add that many gentlemen unavoid- 
ably absent at Canton and Macao would 
have signed the memorial had they been 
able to do so. 

The Deputation then left.

CHINESE DEputaTion. 


Immediately after the Gentlemen form- 
ing the preceding deputation had left, the 
following Chinese Merchants and others re- 
presenting the native community were re- 
ceived by His Excellency the Governor in 
the Colonial Secretary's office.:— 

Liyun_ Cheovg, Quok Acheong, Wang 
Cheong Sun, Kin Nam, Keng Tai, Wo 
Heng. 

Mr Li yun Cheong who acted as Spokes- 
man stated that the deputation. had 
brought a memorial in the original Chi- 
nese, there having been such a very 
short thne to prepare it that they had 
not been able to render a translation. 
His Excellency remarked that it seemed to 
lim that this deputation wasan offshootfrom 
the other and enquired whether the speak- 
er quite understood the. purport of the peti- 
tion. The spokesman replied that it was a 
memorialrequesting His Excellency torecou- 
sider the Stamp Act and avoid the injury 
to trade which would result on its pro- 
mulgation, -The Chinese ‘were. ready to 
pay extra taxes or rates on houses in which 
case each man would pay a fair ehare, 

Tae Governok —Itseems me that your 
European friends must have been making 
a tool of Jolin Chinaman. They want to 
take the taxes off their own shoulders, for 
the stamp duty will fall most heavily on’ 
the great houses—and put them on yours ; 
they get you to make a petition that you 
may be more heavily taxed to save thew 
backs. : 

‘ Ture Spork esaran.—In such a case we have 
acted under a misapprehension, 
TueGovervor.—I should think you had. 
Do you know how much the stamp duty 
wwould cost Messrs Jardine’s alone in the 
matter of ships papers alone?, Why $3;600 
a year I am informed. 

Tue SpokesmMan.—Yes, but this act we 
ave informed will affect our daily trade. It 
is not ouly the large foreign houses who will 
suffer, but we Chinamen, as we every day 
interchange great numbers of documents 
which will come under the duty. Besides 
people will be making mistakes, they will 
put stamps for $3 on bills for §5000.andso on 

Tur Hovoraste W. H, Renvyigz, here 
asked the spokesman if he knew what the 
duties intposed by the schedule were. 

Tae SPOKESMAN.--No, not exactly; only 
the general fact 
. THe Goverxvor.—Well you see you dont 
know the exact item of which you complain, 
You’ve. made a niistuke in coming here. 
‘There is an idea that this act will drive the 
Chinese: from ‘the Colony.- You: ueed not 
be afraid of any such thing. : 

Tur Spoxrsman.—We understood the 
matter differently. But we would rather 
py some large sum once a year than be 
troubled every day. 

‘Tae ‘How. W.H. Renntz.—Well you can 
bay your Stamps once a year. - - 

Var Governor.—This is a peculiar idea. 
‘The Chinese come here to ask me to impose 
a tax which would bear more heavily on. 
them at large than any possible stamp 
duty: They evidently don’t know what 
they aro about, In fiutture (ue added turn 
ing to the spokesinan) I should adyise your 
Ininging a translation of auy memorial you 
present. The spokesman then stated that 
he ‘wished to inform His Excellency that 
the latter part of the memorial_contained 
a petition that he would reconsider clauses 
6, 7, and 8 of the Harbour and coasts ordi- 
nance, . 

Tue Governon.—Ah, you bad better 
make a separate memorial of that and come 
another day. 

Tue Seoxesman hoped H. E.. wowd 
take their request in the. particular. into 
consideration. 

Tuz Governok.—As the ordinance now 
stands it imposes no uufair duty upon junk 
masters. Those of English ‘and French 
vessels ‘have to go the Harbour Master’s of- 
ficc, and hitherto Chinese have not. It is 
fair they shoul have to do go in future. 

Yue Sroxesman,—Yes, but foreign ves- 
sels don’t leave port or arrive more than 
ouce or twice a month. Our junks do so 
twice a day sometimes. 

Tue GovrerNvor.—Well the ordinance is 
a, protection against pirates. It’s no doubt 
very hard for any native merchants having 
dealiugs with pirates, and it: serves them 
right. . When piracy. disappears altogether 
perhaps we miay do away with the ordi- 
nance. . 

His Excellency then dismissed the de 
putation who did not seem over and above 
well pleased with their success.

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL, 


Wepxespay, SEPTEMBER OTH. 


A meeting of the Legislative Council waa 
-held, on the above date at which the whole 
of the Hon. Members, were present His 
Excollency the Governor presiding. “The 
minutes. of the previous meeting having 
been confirmed, . . 5 
His Excellency reminded the_ Council 

I that at the last sitting the principle of the 
Stamp Act had been affirmed. Since then 


to govern, In th‘s instatice. however, hav- 
ing a tew days since received another 
doc. ment embodying the opinions express- 
ed in tlis memorial, he had prepared a 
wntten reply thereto, which would be 
tread at the Couucil table presently. 
With respect, to their complaint, howéver, 
of having only 48 hours, to prepare 
their momourial’ he would ‘observe . that 
from: press of business and other rea- 
sons. le bad had only 20 hours at 
his disposal to prepare the document 
he spoke of. ‘'The anawer he intended to 
place in their hands would however afford 
evidence that he had well considered the 
matter. He, would observe. liowever, with 
regard to the short time accorded at the 
report of the former deputation for a post> 
ponement of the Ceuneil Mecting, that it 
was frum to personal feeling. bit simply 
that.the vacation was drawing on and some 
of the official members would bave other 
important duties to attend to not only here 
but elsewhere. The Acting Colonial Se- 
cretary, fur instance, had to make a visit to 
the various ports.” He wo ve given a 
week iid he merely satel personal 
considerations. : 

Mr. Macuean replied on behalf of the 
deputation that he thanked His Excellency

however, certain Members of the. Council, 
‘a minority, quite in accordance, with the 
s of the Council, had entered a protest 
against the principle of the Bill.

Hence the value of those documents was im- 
‘paired as being irrelevant, and directed 
against a proposal which he had not made, 
and never intended to make. He had 
shown that there was a perpetually increas- 
ing deficiency, which must be dealt with 
either by mcreasing revenue or by dimin- 
ishing expenditure. He had stated his 
reasons for preferring the former course, 
and he had recommended the Stamp Act 
as a measure by which the necessary per- 
manent increase of revenue could be best 
secured.

He had amended the original Schedule, and. 


never been his intention to raise more than | 


for_the.mere purpose of , meeting the 
alleged deficiency of 1867. The whole case 
for the Stamp duty depended on the ex- 
pediency. and necessity of keeping up the 
usual expenditure in the Surveyor Gene- 
ral’s department. Strike that off aud the 
Revenue and Expenditure could be balan- 
ced. No other items were capable of re- 
duction 1n the sanie degree ; for the Council 
were not atliberty toclosethemint, nor would 
they be justified in doing so, till it could be 
known what profit could be realised by the 
subsidiary coiage. His Excellency then 
referred to the items that had been suggest: 
ed for excision from the estimates, and ex- 
pressed his opinion that they bad not been 
happily selected: But the discussion of 
such details was really but an adjournment 
of the main question. That question (said 
His Excellency) is, whether there be really 
any reasonable ground to suppose, or whe- 
ther it is desirable if. practicahle, that for 
many-years the expenditure should be less 
than now on works of utility and ornament, 
for promoting sanitary objects and general 
conyenience, or rend ring productive pro- 
perty which now lies unproductive: If our 
last road and our last drain and our 
final repairs to-Public buildings, if in fact 
every thing which marks progress ina com- 
munity notyet smitten by decay, could be all 
completed by the end of 1867, most assured- 
ly it would be unwise to introduce a Stamp 
or other tax of a permanent character to 
tide us over so short.an interval as twelve 
months: Yet those who signed the Memo- 
rial aud Protest kuow well that of all public 
expenditure the one which telis most in 
conserving the reputation of Hongkong as 
the best commercial centre for ‘the great 
financial operations of commerce in this 
part of the world is the Government: ex- 
penditure on useful and sanitary, and 
(within reasonable. limits) ornamental 
works. _I -hope that such expenditure 
will never be less than in recent. years. 
His Excellency trusted they would never 
borrow money to fulfil an ordinary duty ;| 
to do so would anly increase the burdens 
of the Colony. He briefly described the 
financial condition of the Colony, which 
had’been cbliged to borrow the ‘judicial 
deposits” for means to meet . current 
expenditure, and then came to the second 
branch of the subject. He ridiculed the 
fears that had been expressed as to: the 
effect of a, Stamp duty, which was to con- 
yert Hongkong into'a howling wilderness, 
and seud the shipping which crowds | 


magnificent harbour to take refuge in the 
muddy shallows of Macao, He ‘was enti- 
tled to ask in what manner the freedom of 
the Port would be narrowed, and what.

At Singapore 
the. working of the act was satisfactory, 
and a statement officially made, was en- 
dorvsed by thé Governor, that ‘no com- 
plaint is’made that it offers any impedi- 
inent to business.”» The Hongkong Act 
would be simpler than that of Singapore, 
Here there would be only.

tenths of-the objections to the. proposed 
Bill. Why therefore, should the Council 
give to these vague and unworthy apprehen- 
sions greater weight, than ta the evident 
conclusions which reason forced on them? 
He knew one reply -which had_been given, 
and indeed the Memorialistsuséd it without 
any diffidence, in the assumption that they 
represented.all the interests of the Colony 
and spoke its unanimous voice. This His 
Excellency distiuctly denied, He would 
admit ta the fullest degree the weight due 
to the position and individual incelligence 
of the leading Memorialists. And he fur- 
ther admitted that it would be difticult to 
find a more intelligent Community than 
this in proportion to its numbers, Never- 
theless he could recognize a Mercbant’s or 
Banker’s esperieuce and intelligence with- 
out being surprised—if he became suddenly 
ineapable of seeing the wisdom of forcing 
him to pay a per centage towards the 
Public exigencies. Therefore would the 
policy of such a tax as the Stamp Duty be 
more fairly decided otherwise than by tak- 
ing the votes on such a subject of the very 
persons who expect to pay the greater por- 
tion of it. ¢ His Excellency defended the 
principle of the Act, and remarked on the 
recommendation by the memorialists that 
“former wise-and prudent legislation should 
be: followed. up by raising the rates on 
houses.” Those rates amounted to 12 per 
, cent on the rental, therefore, say the Me- 
morialists, householders should now pay 
more because they already pay so much. 
He- would argue in the réverse that in pro- 
portion ‘‘as there had been previous legis- 
lation” of that kind the more it became the 
duty of the Government to devise some 
fresh. scheme for raising the necessary sup- 
plies, instead of unfairly laying every new 
burthen on one species of property.

‘This 
depreciation. of the native currency is at- 
tributed by the writer principally to the 
operations of certain individuals who oc- 
cupy Diplomatic positiuus. at Y¥ékohama, 
and availing theinselves of some of the 
numerous privileges accorded by the 
Japanese Authorities to those bolding 
office under any of the Treaty Powers, 
have piaced themselves in so advantageou~ 
a position that successful competition on 
the part ef the legitimate merchant was 
impossible. | 

- The oflicial trading, it appears, is deve- 
loped mainly in the procuring of ships of 
war, ammunition, arms, &c,’ fur the Japa- 
nese Government; this sort of trading is 
denounced as a .* degrading system,” su- 
perseding the “ hunourable merchanis;” 
aud the writer (who is evidently one of 
that class), indignantly demands that the 
trade shall be conducted. through legiti- 
mate channels. We dare say his indig- 
Nation is excusable enough, but so long as 
the Japanese Government prefer carrying 
on their transactions by the aid of “foreign

several montlis ] nger than the harbour of 
Nicholaefsk at the mouth of the Amoor. 
The- new harbours of. Mauchuria are 
moreover of easier access, not only short~ 
ening the. voyage from Europe or China 
by some 600 or.700 miles, but affording 
ereat advantages over Nicholaefsk in the 
simplicity of navigation. Among these 
ports 4s “that of Passiet in Napoleon Bay, 
situated on the Northern limits of the 
Peninsular Corea, and between the North- 
ern latitudes of 4] and 42. 

Ifaving Leen recently favored witha 
few particulars regarding the trade at 
this place, we hasten to place them before 
our. readers, aud-trust they will prove of 
interest. : 

The population of Passiet is but small, 
not amounting to over 50U souls, of whom 
about 200 ‘are Russian Soldiers, the rest 
chiefly Chinese, Russians, and a few. other 
Europeans, The climate is salubrious and 
invigorating ; the soil almost virgin,;and 
fertile.

He commenced by observing 
that the present meeting had been conven- 
ed in: pursuance ofa resolution passed at 
the former. meeting.’ when the plans were 
adopted, and ‘that the business before them 
was sitnply to decide upon what. contractor 
should be entrusted with the work. Two 
reasonable estimates only liad. been handed 
in to the committee, viz., oye from Sing Li 
for $79,000, and one io ‘A Wah. for 
$85,000 ; the latter engaging to take over 
the material of the old Harbour Master’s 
office now on, the site for $1,500, should 
his contract be accepted. These sums nei- 
ther of them included gas, water, or inte- 
rior fittings, which would have to be sepa- 
rately provided for... The present state of 
the Yunds in hand, including the sum of 
$50,000 lent by Mr Robert Jardine at au 
almost nominal rate of interest, amounted 
to $91,300, which would leave some'$11,300 
for the extras spoken of,. This would not 
in itself be absolutely sufficient, some 
$8000 to $10,000 more being necessary’ to 
put the building in_an'absolutely finished 
state, bat Mr Remuie thoaght the commu- 
nity might fairly be expected’ (more-especi-.

Panis, 26th July, 1866. 

On the 17th inst., Prince Cousin Napo- 
leon was sent on a misston to Italy’; from 
that moment hopes were entertained that 
peace would.’ soon be rustured. On the 
20th. inetant, the Zouitew announced 
that Prussia consented to a suspension of 
arms of five days on condition that at the 
expiration ‘of that time Austria should 
state on what terms sle would enter into 
negociations fur peace. The exact terms 
propored are not yet known; bat from 
what is rumoured in diplomatic circl.s we 
hear that Prussia demauds;. latly a disso- 
lution of the German diet. 2ndly The 
reconstitution of a federation from which 
Austria sball Le excluded. 3rdly The 
annexation to Prussia of the Duchies 
of the Elbe, with the exception of the 
Northern part of Schleswig, which will 
be restored to Denmark. Further, the 
controul of all German. military for- 
ces north of the Maine to be in the 
hands of Prussia. 4thly The cession of 
Venetia to Italy. Prassia asks'for a war 
indemnity of a hundred: millions francs, 
which.can.be paid. out—of a-part_of- the 
Austrian debt which will have to. be,
